They  will  be  the  second  build¬ 
ings  on  campus  to  be  of  truly 
modern  design,  with  the  Fine 
Arts  Building  being  the  first. 
They  will  be  constructed  of 
structural  concrete  and  glass. 

The  dormitories  will  house 
330  men  and  330  women,  re¬ 
spectively,  adding  another  660 
on-campus  housing  facilities  to 
the  present  approximately  2,- 
000.  The  buildings  will  be  two 
of  eight  planned  structures  that 
will  form  an  octagon-shaped 
housing  complex.  When  the 
rest  of  the  dorms  are  complete, 
a  total  of  4,640  student  housing 
facilities  will  be  available. 


Each  dormitory  will  be  sev¬ 
en  stories  high,  air-conditioned, 
and  equipped  with  elevators. 
On  the  first  floor  of  each 
building  will  be  a  house  moth¬ 
er’s  apartment,  a  lounge,  and 
a  recreation  room. 

In  addition  to  the  dormitor¬ 
ies,  a  dining  facility  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  students  staying  in 
the  two  halls  will  be  built  to 
supplement  services  of  the 
present  cafeteria. 

Total  cost  for  the  nine-unit 
complex  will  be  in  excess  of 
10  million  dollars.  Funds  for 
construction  were  received 
through  Federal  loans. 

Work  on  the  buildings  will 
continue  through  the  winter  as 
the  weather  permits.

Professor  Speaks 
At  Utah  University 

Dr.  William  R.  Pendleton,  as¬ 
sistant  professor  of  physics, 
spoke  to  a  graduate  physics 
colloquium  at  Utah  State  Uni¬ 
versity  in  Logan  Friday  on 
“Radioactive  Lifetimes  and 
Excitation  Mechanisms  in  He¬ 
lium." 

His  discussion  was  based  on 
the  results  of  his  doctoral  re- 
earch  problem  which  were 
published  in  The  Physical  Re¬ 
view  May  3,  1965.  In  his  talk, 
Dr.  Pendleton  described  the 
nanosecond  light  pulser  which 
he  developed.

Congressman  W.  R.  Hull  Emphasizes  Need 
To  Halt  Communist  Threat  in  Viet  Nam 


Foreign  policy  —  Viet  Nam 
—  and  how  it  affects  all  in¬ 
dividuals  was  discussed  by 
Congressman  William  R.  Hull 
Tuesday  in  the  theater  of  the 
Fine  Arts  Building. 

Congressman  Hull  stated  that 
foreign  policy  concerns  college 
students  because  of  the  grow¬ 
ing  spread  of  communism.  It 
affects  others  because  50  per 
cent  of  the  tax  dollar  is  spent 
on  defense,  he  added. 

In  discussing  foreign  policy, 
Congressman  Hull  indicated 
that  he  is  100  per  cent  in  favor 
of  President  Johnson’s  pro-| 
gram.  He  stated  that  it  is  in 
the  United  States’  own  interest  | 
to  stop  aggression '  in  South 
Viet  Nam  because  the  whole 
Southeast  Asia  area  and  the 
Pacific  will  go  communist  if 
the  threat  is  not  blocked.  Then 
the  fighting  would  gradually 
inch  closer  to  United  States’ 
shores,  he  said. 

Congressman  Hull  is  definite¬ 
ly  against  the  demonstrations 


against  fighting  in  Viet  Nam. 
He  believes  these  demonstra¬ 
tions  are  playing  into  Commu¬ 
nist  hands  by  confusing  the 
Chinese  people  about  Ameri¬ 
can  feelings  towards  Viet  Nam.

For  Fun— Enter  the  Race 

A  wide  variety  of  sports  car  events  fall  under  the  general 
heading  of  rallies,  which  are  divided  into  two  different 
types:  the  time  and  distance  rallies  and  the  gimmick  ral¬ 
lies. 

In  the  former,  scoring  is  based  upon  the  ability  of  con¬ 
testants  to  maintain  certain  predetermined  average  speeds 
over  a  measured  course.  -Time  is  the  essential  ingredient  in 
determining  the  winners  of  such'  an  event,  although  distance 
may  also  be  used  occasionally  as  a  tie-breaker. 

A  gimmick  rally  is  one  in  which  scoring  is  based  upon 
some  factor  other  than  time  or  distance  (although  either 
or  both  of  these  elements  may  also  be  used).  Luck  and 
familiarity  with  the  area  in  which  the  event  is  held  fre¬ 
quently  have  a  great  deal  more  to  do  with  determining 
the  outcome  than  does  skill. 

In  the  competition  at  rallies  “sports  cars’’  participate.  The 
international  sports  car  association  slates  that  for  interna- 
ional  competition  a  sports  car,  one  weighing  up  to  4,400 
pounds,  may  have  an  engine  of  any  size. 

It  must  have  seven  centimeters  of  ground  clearance,  be 
able  to  turn  inside  parallel  lines  13.5  meters  apart,  have  a 
self-starter,  four-wheel  brakes,  two  seats  of  equal  dimension, 
doors,  windshield  and  wiper,  mudgards,  a  hardtop  or  a  hood, 
as  well  as  rearview  mirror,  silencer,  horn  and  four  wheels 
all  of  the  same  size. 

A  more  generally  accepted  definition  is:  A  sports  car 
is  a  high-performance  automobile  capable  of  transporting 
at  least  two  people  and  their  luggage  in  reasonable  com¬ 
fort  and  also  suitable  for  road  competition. 

Certain  types  of  cars  may  be  added  to  the  latter  definition. 
Among  these  are  Renaults,  Volkswagens,  Corvairs,  Corvet- 
tes  and  sedans. 

Most  people  rally  because  they  find  that  rallies  are  “fun.” 
They  would  challenge  others:  “Why  not  try  a  rally?  Discover 
what  it’s  all  about  and  why  so  many  new  enthusiasts  have 
sprung  up  around  the  country  during  the  past  two  years.’ 

It's  very  easy  to  do.  You  don’t  even  need  a  sports  car 
Haul  out  the  family  bus  —  be  it  coupe,  sedan  or  station 
wagon  (last  year’s  champion  won  in  a  Pontiac  Catalina)  — 
and  make  your  way  to  the  starting  point  of  the  very  next 
rally  in  vour  area.  You  won’t  be  sorry!

One  of  the  many  features  of 
the  house  is  the  two-men  study 
rooms  which  come  furnished 
with  desks,  study  chairs,  chest- 
of-drawers,  bunk  beds,  and  in¬ 
dividual  built-in  closets.  Bath 
and  shower  facilities  are  lo¬ 
cated  on  every  floor. 

Eating  facilities  in  the  house 
include  a  dining  room,  which 
will  accomodate  50  men.  and  a 
large  commercial-type  kitchen. 
Adjoining  the  dining  room  is  a 
small  TV-trophy  room  in  which 


the  men  can  relax. 

Entering  the  house,  guests 
first  view  a  spacious  formal 
living  room  accented  with 
Spanish  traditional  furniture. 
Highlights  of  the  room  are  the 
suspended  lamps  which  are 
16th  century  in  motif.  The 
draperies  are  styled  to  match 
the  decor  of  the  room. 

Housemother  for  the  fratern¬ 
ity  is  Mrs.  Clara  Peterson,  for¬ 
merly  of  Carl  Junction,  Mo. 
“Mom,”  as  Mrs.  Peterson  is 
most  commonly  called,  lives  in 
a  spacious  apartment  which 
adjoins  the  house.  The  apart¬ 
ment  consists  of  a  bedroom, 
bath,  living  room,  and  a  small 
kitchenette.  Early  -  American 
furniture  is  used  in  her  apart¬ 
ment.
